T o k y o , March 10, 1905.—The Japanese troops occupied Muk­ 


den, the Manchurian capital, at 10 o ’clock this morning. 
The Rus­ 


sians are panic stricken. 
Thousands of prisoners are taken and en­ 


ormous quantities of stores and guns are captured by the Japanese.

Battle Waged With a Tenacity That 
Is Amazing. 
Mukden. March I), 4 a m.—Midnight 
closed the tenth day of the titanic 
struggle for the possession of Mukden, 
and the mastery of a vast empire, the 
tenth day of unceasing conflict under 
exploding shrapnel, the roar of cannon 
and the whistling of bullets; the tenth 
day without sleep and without food. 
The combat is fast reaching a point 
where it is a question not so much of 
turning columns, of tactics, and of 
strategy, as of whose strength, energy 
and cartridges will last the longer. 
Gray-coated Russians, patient, tin 
complaining, strong of soul, clung dog­ 
gedly to positions against an enemy 
whose attacks go to the very point of 
Insanity and desperation. 
For forty- 
eight honra the Japanese have not 
eaten. They are starving and exhaust­ 
ed, but Field Marshal Oyama himself 
has told them that the city will fall 
and the slaughter stop on Friday, and 
their confidence in their leader In­ 
creased their strength tenfold. 
On 
W ednesday when the Russians took 
Ushuntun, a few dozen Japanese clung 
to the thick-walled temple and refused 
all overtures to surrender. 
Cannon 
were brought up and breached the 
walls, but the dare-devil courage of 
the defenders continued 
under the 
fire; and finally, when defense was 
hopeless, they blew themselves sky- 


ward with the ruins of the temple. 
One survivor, rather than surrender, 
threw himself into a stone rimmed 
well and perished. 
And yet the rank 
and file and inferior leaders, stern in 
their sense of duty, are as unsparing 
of themselves as of the men whom 
they lead to death. 
Stern Oyama j 
drives and drives his troops northward 
to encircle the city. 
With every fresh ! 
flanking 
movement 
the 
iron 
band 
closes nearer the railroad, and under 1 
this menace the First and Third arm ­ 
ies were forced last night to abandon j 
the mighty fortifications on the Shakhe . 
river, give up the impregnable Pouti- 
loff hill and retire to the line of the 
Hun river. 
Today the Japanese are pushing 
their columns north and northeast, 
bombarding villages which are keys ; 
of the defense and hurling men. som e 
of them veterans ot the year's cam 
paign rnd others middle-aged reserves 
fresh from Japan, against Russian po­ 
sitions. 
Often they are repulsed and 
sometimes they m aster the advanced 
line, but at enormous cost.

before the final adjournment Monday 
night does not contain the amendment 
for an appropriation of $10,000 to com­ 
plete the dormitory at the state nor­ 
mal school at Terre Haute and $50u 
for the public library commission. 
It 
was over t h e s e items that the house 
and senate had a deadlock which came 
near causing an extra session. 
By be 
ing omitted from the bill these items 
will not be paid by the state. 
The governor will reach the m atter 
of appointments next week. 
It would 
not be surprising if he should clean 
the entire slate within six days, as he 
acts quickly. 
It may be stated with 
positive assurance that the original 
Hanly men will fare well at his hands, 
but it is the general impression that 
he will endeavor to fill all.places with 
men of high standing and ability. 


The Cat Out of the Bag. 
No railroad men cr shippers will 
be appointed as members of the rail­ 
way commission. Governor Hanly has 
so stated in a way not to be ml sunder 
stood. 
The commission will consist 
of two attorneys and a business man 
and the governor has practically made 
up his mind as to who they will be. j 
The host of applicants will save trou­ 
ble for them selves by not attem pting 
to bring pressure on him as he is 
preparing to announce the make-up 
of the commission the first of next 
week. 
The scramble for these poai 
tions which pay $4,000 annually with , 
a liberal expense account added has 
brought into action many of the Re 
publican ar.d Democratic leaders, for | 
the minority party is entitled to one j 
member. 
Hundreds of letters are be­ 
ing received at the G overnors office 
indorsing the various candidates while 
many are calling on the governor per 
sonally to look after their own inter 
ests or in l>ehalf of their friends. The 
governor, however, has not indicated 
before today what he intended to do 
and then ho made no statem ents for 
publication. 
Several who called on 
him “let the cat out of the bag“ as 
they were convinced of the futility of 
making further effort to land on the 
commisssion.

i pany. 
He ordered the men to report 
| for duty, failing which expulsion from 
j the organization is threatened.

Harry Johnson, secretary of the lo- 
, cal union of locomotive engineers, in 
| an interview declared the men would 
| not go back to work until they had 
| won their point, the local union having 
sufficient money to carry on the strike 
without aid from the national union. 
; So far. he said, none of the strikers 
i had deserted, while dozens of the 
strike breakers had quit and had been 
; sent home by the local union, 
i 
Notwithstanding the efforts of the 
i local 
leaders 
there are indications 
i around strike headquarters that at 
; least some of the men are ready to 
give up the fight against the company. 
. Those who from the start were op­ 
posed to the strike find the action of 
the national leaders an excellent ex­ 
cuse to return to their poets. 
Early 
last evening several of the old subway 
motormen were found in charge of 
their regular trains and admitted that 
they had taken Mr, Stone's advice. 
The service in the subway last night 
was almost perfect, the local trains 
being run during the rush hours on

At no tim e was there anything

Manner in Which Fruit Trees 


Should Be Distanced is Set 


Forth- 
FINE ARCH BRIDGE 


How far apart should fru it trees be 
p i W e l l , th at distance varies 
somewhat, according to the soil and 
to the variety of the trees to be set. 
However, the following table is about 
rig h t : 
Apple trees, forty feet apart each 
way. 
Standard pear trees, tw enty feet 
• apart each way. 
| 
Dw arf 
pear 
trees, fourteen 
feet 
| apart each way. 
Plum trees, eighteen feet ajiart each 
way. 
Peach trees, tw enty feet apart each 
way. 
Cherry trees, tw enty feet apart each 
way. 
Of course there are some exceptions 
to the foregoing general rules. 
For 
instance, Wagner apple 
trees can be 
set closer together than Baldwin tree«, 
j and English Morello cherries at a less 
distance apart 
than 
T artarian 
or 
Montmorency. 
Each variety of tree? 
has its own well known lis bits of 
growth, and therefore no absolute role 
can be laid down which will satisfac­ 
torily apply to all cases. 
Use your judgm ent when planting, 
but jf in doubt remember th is: “ I t’s 
much better to get the trees too far 
apart than too close together.’’
